CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY 
PRESENTS ANNUAL REPORT 


— 


As a result of amendments to the 
Children’s Aid act, which were passed 
by the legislature, in the closing hours 
of the session last week, the children’s 
refuge which is maintained in I.dmon- 
ton, will henceforth become a regular 
charge on the community, instead of 
al tax on private benevolence, as it has 
been to a large extent in the past. 


The amendments provide for the 
maintenance of the home, and the 
children’s aid officer, by the city. 


‘he position of children’s aid officer 
may be maintained in conjunction 
with that of truant officer. 

Since the establishment of the home 
in Edmonton a year ago, ‘the council 
have granted but $2100 towards its 
maintenance. The total outlay has 
‘been $3,944.05 to the end of November, 
and the balance from the grant giveu 
by the city council, has had to be rais- 
ed iby private subscription. ‘Now tlhe 
city will be required to provide for | 
the w bo cost. ! 
New Home Needed. 

The absolute inadequacy of the 
present children’s refuge at 47 Cam- 


eron street, and the urgent need of a 
new home constructed along modern

The city council of Edmonton grani- 
ed $2,100 ‘and the city of Strathcona 
$420 per. year, leaving $1 1424.05 to~be 

raised by private subscription. ‘Total 
receipts have been $3,738.62. 

Work Accomplished. 

Total number children dealt with at 
Edmonton C.A.S. Jan. 1-Oct. 31, 1910: 
156; for adoption 61; boardeds 75; de- 
linquents 20; male 95; female 61. 

The children were disposed as fol- 
lows: Adopted, 43; returned to parents 
6o; died, 12; sent to peep talr 6; sent 
to industrial school, 6; sent to con- 
vent, 12; still at shelter, 17. 

By far the greater number of the 
children were very young, 38 out of 
the 156 being under one year and only 
four being over 16 years. Out of the 
150 cases “dealt with by the society 41 
were from outside points, mostly¢tran- 
sients en route to foster homes 

The agent of the society reported 
58 cases of delinquency and family 
deprayity,. After investigation 30 of 
these charges resulted in conviction 
and action as shown in the following 
sumunary: 

30 Charges i investigated. All convict- 
ed; 2 boys sent to industrial school; 
24 boys and 2 girls released on pro- 
bation; 1 man interdicted and children 
removed; 1 man fined $5 and costs. 

Medical Assistance. 

The members of the medical profes- 
sion of the city have been most gen- 
ecrous to the society. ‘I'lrey 
given of their services when asked 
and rendered indispensable assistance 


fn the administration of the work. 
During the months | of October and 
November tine deaths — occurred 


among the infant children from some 
utknown disease. As many as six 
physicians were called in consultation. 
‘The clinical history of the disease was 
carefully studied and two post tmor- 
tem examinations were made but no 
decision was arrived at by the doc- 
tors with respect to the specific cause 
of death or the true nature of the 
malady. This crisis was regarded very 
seriously by the board and a trained 
nurse was immediately pwt in charge 
of the Shelter and everything as far 
as possible was done to improve the 
sanitary conditions of the house and 
check the spread of the disease. Con- 
siderable friction followed between 
the nurse placed in) charge and the 
matron, Mrs. Webb, with the result 
that the board considered it necessary 
in the interests of the children and 
the society that the matron and the 
agent should be relieved at once from 
their duties. Since the first of Nov- 
ember the shelter has been in charge 
of Miss Cooper with one assistant 
and one servant and an orderly. The 
work of apprehending cases of neg- 
lect and delinquency has since that 
date been done by the police depart- 
ment of the city of Edmonton.

As the occurrence of this epidemic 
has aroused considerable interest in 
the community the board have consid- 
ered that in the public interests and 
in their own interests, the reports of 
the pravincial bactericlogis, Dr, DG.

Dear Sir—Regarding the cases of 
illness and deaths at the Children’s 
Shelter in this city, I beg to report: | 


Edmonton, 


(1) Dr. J. F. Boyle brought mea 
sample of milk from a nursing bottle 
of the last infant that died. Ixamin- 
ation was negative for any definite 
cause of sickness. 

(2) Dr. Boyle also brought swabs 
and specimens from a post mortem on 
this case. These showed the presence 
of bacteria in the tissues and serous 
fluids of the body. These organisms 
may have invaded the body after, or 
shortly before death and) may not 
have been the primary cause of the 
sickness, It is not uncommon for 
bacteria from the intestine to set up a 
Septicaemia (or general blood-pois- 
oning) near the end of a debilitating 
or fatal sickness. 

(3) A bottle of the milk used for 
feeding the babies was brought to the 
laboratory for examination. It con- 
tained no formulin boric acid, or other 
preservative It contained considera- 
ble sediment and did not make a very 
good showing under the fermentation 
test with reference to. bacterial con- 
tents. 

(4) On Friday the 28th, in) com- 
pany with several other physicians, I 
visited the Shelter and san several cif 
the babies one of whom was sick. 1 
would strongly urge the necessity of 
making provision for the care of the 
sick babies entirely apart from the 
well, The latter seem to be very well 
provided for at present, except that 
they are in contact with the sick. In- 
fants ar e very susceptible to infections 
and it is therefore very desirable to 
avoid exposing them to the possibility 
of such; and especially should they he 
segreg: ated from sick babies. | think 
it is strongly advisable that all appli- 

cants for admission to the Children's 
Shelter should undergo thorough med- 
ical examination and accordingly be 
asisgned to the group of well children 
or to the hospital division. This lat- 
ter, of course, should be in charge of 
a trained nurse. 

As to the cause of death in the 
group of related cases, I think it pro- 
balbbe what in cach imstance rhe ilinesis 
began as a toxaemia, or poisoning 
from substances formed in the ali- 
mentary tract. This so lowered the 
natural resistance powers that bacter- 
ja soon easily invaded the body and 
set up a septicaemia which was rapid- 
ly fatal. There may also have been 
introduced, by the first sick baby, a 
particularly virulent germ. The viru- 
lence sometimes increases from case 
to case, in other instances it is less- 
ened.

eral medical men. 

The cases to which you allude in 
your letter, number seven in all, com- 
mencing on or abowt the 15th of Oct- 
ober. Some days previous to this the 
dietary of the children was changed 
from Horlick’s Malted Milk to that of 
the Edmonton City dairy. Changes 
of this kind were frequently made by 
the matron as she thought wise. She 
was the only one to note the symp- 
toms that would indicate such a 
change. The medical staff had to be 
guided by her report in the majority 
of. cases. 

The first death occurred Oct. 15th. 
The illness was acute, the child, dying 
in forty eight hours with no symptoms 
that pointed to any one disease. The 
second death o¢cured the following 
day under similar circumstances. 

On my suggestion and-at the request 
of Mr. Chadwick a post mortem was 
held to determine the cause of death; 
the examination revealed no patholo- 
gical condition except that the stom- 
ach and intestines showed marked 
signs of an acute gastro-intestinal in- 
fection previous to death. 

The milk of the said dairy was sent 
under seal to the provincial bacterio- 
logist and reported upon as unfavor- 
able for bottle fed children and at this 
time its use was discontinued, At- 
tempts iwere made to obtain other milk 
but some days elapsed ‘before it was 
obtained and reported upon favorably; 
in the meantime malted milk was again 
used with some improvement in the 
condition of the children. 

Two days later the third child began 
to show similar symptons. Dr. Gilles- 
pie, Boyle and myself met in consul- 
tation, No conclusion was arrived at. 
The child died the next day. Post 
mortem performed by: Dr. Boyle at 
request revealed nothing further than 
inthe previous case. Specimens were 
sent to the provincial laboratory for 
examination, No poison was found in 
the stomach contents by analysis. 

Next day Drs. Revel, Boyle, Big- 
gar, MacDonald) and = myself met in 
consultation on the remaining child- 
The cases were examined and the 
previous. deaths discussed. The re- 
sult of the consultation was: “That the 
children came to their death from the 
development of an acute toxaemia or 
blood poisoning due to the accumu- 
lation of toxins in the blood, probably 
originating from an acute infection of 
the gastro-intestinal tract.” 

Noy. gth the sixth child suddenly de- 
veloped symptoms of bronchitis, pass- 
ed rapidly into pneumonia and died on 
the second day. Nov. 4th the seventh 
and eight: children developed ‘similar 
conditions and died in eight and 
twelve hours respecitvely. These 
pneumonies were regarded more as a 
terminal condition than as the primary 
cause of death. Drs. Allin, Macdon- 
ald, Boyle-and myself saw these last 
children in consultation and came to 
the same conclusion as formerly, Dur- 
ing the last two or three days of ill-

mess. other dairy. milk was used first 
having been reported upon favorably. 
Regarding the unsanitary condition 
of the home, I must say that I found it 
very unsanitary at all times in respect 
to bottle fed children. This condition 
was not the result of carelessiess on 
the part of those in authority but due 
rather to the unfavorable condition of 
the building used and more especial- 
ly to the lack of trained assistance and 
accommodation. J am of the firm 
ppinion that those in authority did all 
in their power to keep things in a sani- 
tary condition, but I firmly contend— 
by 
men of authority in work of this 
kind—that it is absolutely essential to 
the sanitary arrangement of this kind 
of a home that. trained assistance be 
in the employ, and under any other 
conditions no matter how conscienti- 
ous may be the service of those in 
authority, the terrdency is to have just 
such a state of affairs as has existed in 


the Children’s Shelter in this city 
formerly. . - 
Institutional children of this kind 


are especially prone to epidemics of 
disease and conditions must be as per- 
fect as scientific means can accomp- 
lish, otherwise the results are often 
unfortunate as has been shown by the 
recent high death rate amongst. the 
chikiren herar fore mentioned. ;

FOR CANADA WEST 


Ottawa, Dec. 16—A_ total of 519 
more miles of railway was put into 
operation in the four western provin- 
ces during last year, and this does not 


include the Grand Trunk Pacific. This 
is according to the ‘annual report of 
J. L. Payne, controiler of railway sta- 
tistics, which was tabled in the house! 
today. 

Railway mileage of the dominion in- 
creased from 24,104, in 1909, to 24,731 
in 1910, an addition of 627 miles. Of 
this increase, 519 miles were in the 
four western provinces. These figures 
do not include and mileage attaching 
to the Grand Trunk Pacific, which is 
officially regarded as “under construc- 
tion,” although over 1,000 miles were 
in actual operation during 1910 

It is estimated that 4,500 miles of 
railway were under construction on 
June 30 last. During the year 779 
miles of second track and 344 miles of 
yard track and sidings were made 
available. ; 

During the past four years there has 
been an increase of 2,279 miles of main 
line track, 476 miles of second track, 
and 1,063 miles of yard track, a total 
of 3,818 miles. 

During the year, $101,816,271 was 
added to capital liability, bringing the 
total up to $1,410,297,687,. of which 
$087,557,387 was represented in stocks 
and $722,740,300 in bonds.
